The undersigned, Superintending School Committee of Fremont 
would respectfully submit the following REPORT: 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Amount of School money for this District is $96,26. Prudential 
Committee, Mr. Daniel Tilton. Teacher for the Summer and Fall 
Terms, Miss Hannah E. Evans of West Amesbury, Mass. Length of 
Summer School, 8 weeks. Wages of the Teacher, including board 
$16,00 per month. Scholars, 4 years of age and upwards, attending 
school not less than two weeks, 32. Average attendance during Sum- 
mer Term 24. Scholars between 4 and 16 years of age, attending 
not less than two weeks, 29. Scholars over 16 years of age attending 
not less than 2 weeks, 3. Instances of tardiness during the term, 38. 
Not any dismissals. Only 2 pupils who were absent more than 
half a day. There were only two cases of corporal punishment. Num- 
ber of visits by Prudential Committee, two. In answer to the ques- 
tion, how many pupils have made Reading a study ? the teacher says 
25. Spelling, 25. Penmanship, 22. Arithmetic, 17. Algebra, 1.— 
English Grammer, 9. Geography, 10. History, 1. Physiology, 1. 
This school is not furnished with either Globes, Maps or Charts. The 
School was furnished with a Clock during the Summer and Fall terms, 
but I think it belonged to the Teacher. There is not any Thermom- 
eter; no ventilation except cracks, doors and windows. The Teach- 
er has attended one session of the Teachers’ Institute. The Teacher 
in her Report, says that she has taught School four years, and taught 
in this District 6 months prior to this Term. | 


FALL TERM. 


Miss Evans taught 6 weeks during the Fall Term, when she was 
under the necessity of leaving on account of the ill-health of a sister. 
Wages at the Fall Term including board, $16,00 per month. Schol- 
ars 4 years of age and upwards attending not less than 2 weeks, 26.— 
Average attendance of Scholars, 21. “Scholars between 4 and 16 
years attending not less than 2 weeks, 26. Scholars over 16 years of 
ave attending not less than 2 weeks, 3. There were only 4 instances 
of tardiness, which I will record asa great improvement. One pupil 
absent half a day! 19 pupils during the Term made Reading a stu- 
dy. Spelling, 19. Arithmetic, 17. Attending to English Grammar, 
5. Geography, 6... History, 3. Physiology, 1. The School-Room is 
supplied with 2 Black- boards, containing probably about 16 square 
feet. The Schoolhouse needs some repairs and painting. 


REMARKS BY THE TEACHER. 


This School is far in advance of schools of its kind, as regards schol- 
ar-ship. Several of its members went through with Greenleaf’s Na- 
tional Arithmetic, the first Term. The attendance has'been good, 
and the interest manifested in their school duties, cannot but make 
the scheol one of the first class. The attendance during the first term 
averaged three-fourths. and the second term, nearly seven-eights, al- 
though some of them live along distance from the School-room.— 
Three of the pupils are qualified for Teachers. One has already en- 
gaged in teaching, and the following year will probably find the oth- 
ers thus engaged. One great advantage in this district is, the Teach- 
er has the full co-operation of the parents. A great advantage to 
both Teacher and Pupils. One of the pupils was neither late nor ab- 
sent during the term. Several were absent, but few times, and in- 
stances of tardiness, rare. The School-room should be furnished with 
a Dictionary, and a set of outline Maps.
